When the President entered the Au- 
ditorium he bowed and smiled his ac- 
knowledgments to the cheering which 
greeted him from ten thousand throats. 
Flags and bunting were draped within 
the building, and a dais erected for 
the President, was covered with a large 
flag. The audience heard the speaker 
with attentive appreciation and cheered 
to the echo many of the sentiments ex- 
pressed, but the President was the cen- 
ter of attraction at all times. The 
President's incisive, clear-cut words 


jnever fell on more attentive ears. 


Mayor Smythe introduced the Presi- 
dent, who spoke as follows: 
THE PRESIDENT'’S SPEECH. 

It is to me a peculiar privilege to 
speak here in your beautiful city. My 
mother's people were from Georgia; 
but beford they came to Georgia, be- 
fore the revolution, in the days of colo- 
nial rule, they dwelt for nearly a cen- 
tury in South Carolina, and there- 


fore I can claim your State as mine 


by inheritance, no less than by the 
stronrer and nobler right which makes 
each foot of American soi] in a sense 
the property of ail Americans. 

Charleston ie not only a_ typical 
southern q@ty; it is also a city whose 
history teems with events which link 
themselves to American history as a 
whole. In the e&Arly colonial days, 
Charleston was the outpost of our peo- 
ple against the Spaniard in the South. 
In the days of the revolution, there 
occurred here many of the events 
which ‘vitally affected the outcome of 
the struggle for independence, 
which impreseéd themselves most 
deeply on the popular mind» It was 
here that the tremendous, terrible 
drama of the Civil War opened. 

With delicate and thoughtfidl courtesy 
you originally asked me to come to this 
exposition on the birthday of Abraham 
The invitation not only 
showed a fine generosity and manliness 
in you, my hosts, but it also empha- 
sized what hardly anything else could 
have emphasized—how completely we 
are now a united people. The wounds 


left by the great Civil War, incompar- 


ably the greatest war of modern times, 
have healed, and itga memories are now 
priceless heritages of honor alike to the 
North and to the South. The devotion, 
the self-sacrifice, the steadfast resolu- 
tion and lofty daring, the high devo- 
tion to the right as each man saw it— 
whether northerner or southerner—all 
these qualities of the men and women 
of the early sixties now shine lumi- 
nous and brilliant before our eyes, 
while the mists of anger and hatred 
that once dimmed them have passed 
away forever. 

All of us, North and South, can glory 
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| alike in the valor of the men who wore 
the blue and of the men who wore the 
gray. Those were iron times, and only 
iron men could fight to its terrible fin- 
ish the giant struggle between the 


children’s children, the valiant deeds, 
the high endeavor and abnegation of 
self shown in that struggle by those 


ever more to mark the level to which 
we in our turn must rise whenever the 
hour of the nation’s need may. come. 
SOUTHRONS IN WAR. / 
When, four years ago, this nation was 
compelled to face a for@ign foe, the 
completeness of the reunion became in- 
stantly and strikingly evident. The 
war was not one which called 
for the exercise of more than 
an insignificant portion of our 
strength, and the strain put upon us 
was slight, indeed, compared with the 
results. But it was a satisfactory 
thing to see the way in which the 
sons of the soldier of tne | ‘ion and 
the soldier of the Confederacy leaped 
eagerly forward, emulous to show in 
brotherly rivalry the qualities which 
had won renown for their fathers, the 
men of the Great War. It was my good 
fortune to serve under an ex-Confeder- 


who commanded the cavalry division at 
Santiago. 

In my regiment there were certainly 
as many men whose fathers had served 
in the southern as there were men 
whose fathers had served in the north- 


field rank. The man who was singled 
out for this promotion because of con- 
spicuous gallantry in the field was the 
son of a Confederate general, and was 
himself a citizen of this, the Palmetto 
State, and no American officer could 
wish to march to battle beside a more 
loyal, gallant and absolutely fearless 
comrade than my former captain and 
major, your fellow-citizen, Micah 
Jenkins. 

A few months ago, owing to the en- 
ober absence of the Governor in the 
(fhilippines, it became necessary to 
nominate a vice-Governor to take his 
place—one of the most important piaces 
in our government at this time. I nom- 
inated as vice-Governor an ex-Confed- 
erate, Gen. Luke Wright of Tennessee. 
It is therefore an ex-Confederate who 
now stands as the exponent of this 
government and this people in that 
great group of islands in the eastern 
seas, over which the American flag 
floats. Gen. Wright has taken a jeading 


order and peace out of the bloody cnaos 
in which we found the islands. He is 
now taking a leading part, not anerely 
in upholding the honor of the flag, by 
making it respected as the symbol of 
our power, but still more in upholding 
ite honor by unwearied labor for the 

establishment of order and Mberty—or 
law-creating, law-abiding civil govern- 
ment—under its folds. 

The progress which has meen made 
under Gen. Wright and those like him 
has indeed been marvelous. In fact, 
from a letter of Gen. Wright's, the 
other day, it seems that he considerea 
there was far more warfafe about the 
Philippines in this country than there 
was warfare in the Philippines them- 
selves. 

It is an added proof of the complete- 
ness of the reunion of our country that 
one of the foremost men who have been 
instrumental in driving forward tne 
great work for civilization and human- 
ity in the Philippines has been a man 
who, in the Civil War, fought with dis- 
tinction in a uniform of Confederate 
gray. 

If ever the need comes in the future, 
the past has made abundantly evident 
the fact that from this time on North- 
erner and Southerner, will, in wear, 
know only the generous desire to 
etrive how each can do the more ef- 
fective service for the flag of our com, 
mon country. The same thing is true 
in the endless work of peace, the 
never-ending work of building and 
keeping the marvelous fabric of our 
industrial prosperity. The upbullding ot 
any part of our country is a benefit to 
the whole, and every such effort aids 
to stimulate the resources aed indus 
tries of a particular section ts entitled 
to the heartiest support from every 
quarter of the Union. Thoroughly good 
national work can be done only if eacn 
of us works hard for himself and at 
the same time keeps constantly in 
mind that he must work In conjunc- 
tion with others. 

GEOGRAPHICAL FUTURITIES. 
You have made a particular effort in 


the West Indies. This is wise. The 
events of the last four years have 
shown us that the West Indies and the 
isthmus in the future occupy a far 
larger place in our national policy than 
in the past. This is proved by the 
negotiations for the purchase of ‘the 
Danish islands, the acquisition of Porto 
Rico, the preparation for building an 
isthmian canal, and finally by the 
changed relations which these years 
have produced between us and Cuba. 
As a nation, we have an especial} right 
to take honest pride in what we have 
done for Cuba. Our critics abroad and 
at home have insisted that we never 
intended to leave the island. But on 
the 20th of next month, Cuba becomes 
a free republic, and we turn over to 
the islanders the contro! their own 
government. It would be Very difficult 
to find a parallel tn the conduct of 
any other great State, that has occu- 
pied such a position as ours. We have 
kept our word and done our duty, just 
as an honest individual in private life 
keeps his word and does his duty. 

Be it remembered, moreover, that 
after our three years’ occupation of the 
island, we turn it over to the Cubans 
in a better condition than it has ever 
been in all the centuries of Spanish 
rule. This has a direct bearing upon 
our own welfare. Cuba is so near to 
us that we can never be indifferent to 
misgovernment and disaster within its 
limits. The mere fact that our ad- 
ministration in the island has min- 
the danger from dreadful 
scourge of yellow fever, alike to Cuba 
and to ourselves, is sufficient-to em- 
phasize the community of interest be- 
tween us. But there are other inter- 
ests which bind us together. Cuba's po- 
sition makes it necessary that- her 
political relations with us should dir- 
fer from her political relations with

Right-of-Way Bill Through

ASHINGTON, April %.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.)

RIGHT-OF-WAY BILL. 
HITCHCOCK’S SYNOPSIS. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE/TIMES.} 

WASHINGTON, April $.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Follqwing is a synop-. 
sis of the bill suggested by Secretary 
Hitchcock, providieg for rights of 
way through forest reserves and na- 
tional parks for irrigation, and other 
purposes: 

The Secretary of the Interior is em- 
powered to grant rights of way through 
public lands, forest and other reserva- 
tions, and through the Yosemite, Se- 
quoia and Gen. Grant national parks. 
Cal., and Mt. Rainier National Park, 
Wash., for the following purposes: 
Construction of dams, reservoirs, 


water for irrigation, mining, manufac- 
turing power, etc. Construction of 
telegraph, telephone and power lines: 
construction and operation of tram 
roads and other temporary transporta- 
tion lines. Such rights of way to be 
of a width fixed by the Secretary, and 
including ground for buildings, etc. 
Rights of way may be grahted through 
the reservation or park only upon ap- 
proval of the head of the department 
under whose supervision such land may 
be. and when n® incompatible with 


public interest, but not applying to 
Yellowstone Park. 
Rights may be granted only to Ameri. 


can citizens or corporations. The Sec- 
retary, at the time of granting the 
rights, shall determine whether the 
same shail constitute a permanent 
easement, or he enjoyed for the Nmited 
time fixed by him, and shall prescribe 
the time within which work shall be 
consummated, not to exceed five years, 
except for good cause. If-the enter- 
prise be not consummated in the time 
so fixed or so extended, the Secretary 
may, after the hearing. revoke and 
vacate the order granting the right of 
way. He may also revoke the-right of 
way for failure to use or for abandon- 
ment for three years.

April 9%—A 
shocking tragedy occurred shortly afte: 
7 o'clock this evening, when Mrs. Shep- 
ard R. Bucey, wife of the assistant 
cashier of the American National Bark, 
killed her husband, their four-year- 
old son and herself in a fit of insan- 
ity. 

When assistance arrived at the house, 
the clenched hard of Mrs. Bucey still 
retained the smoking revolver. Her 
body was in the parlor, shot through 
the heart. By her side was her four- 
year-old boy, Eugene, with a bullet- 
hole through his head. In the dining- 
room adjoining the parlor was Bucey's 
body with two bulletholes behind the 
left ear. The most reliable account 
of the tragedy is told by a servant, 
Elizabeth McNulty, who said: 

“T was in the kitchen when Mrs. Bu- 
cey fired the first shot. I started in, 
but seeing her approaching with a 
smoking revolver, I returned to the 
kitchen, where Mr. Bucey’s mother was 
with the eighteen-months-old baby. 
With the second shot the old lady 
started into the room, when Mrs. Bu- 
cey ran up to her husband and fired 
two shots through his head. His 
mother cried out, ‘Oh. she has killed 
my boy!’ She then killed herself. Mr. 
Bucey came home from the bank about 
6:30, and everything was pleasant as 
usual. There is no other cause which 
I can imagine but insanity.” 

Shepard R. Bucey was assistant 
cashier of the American National Bank 
and one of the most respected young 
men of the ¢ity.

A dock in the river had been 
especially built, and two triumphal 
arches were erected for the occasion. 
Two hundred insurgent troops pre- 
sented arms when the American officers 
landed. Gen, Guevarra and fourteen 
officers received them. 
Upon arriving at the house where the 
conference occurred, Guevarra  in- 
formed Gen, Smith that the insurgents 
were anxious to surrender on the fol- 

rst—That the friars he expe} 
j}from the Islands;

prosperity. All were anxious that such 
protection should be afforded. The 
dangers of the admission of Chinese, he 
thought, had been exaggerated, and 
were not so serious as had been pic- 
tured. All had agreed that the opera- 
tion of the existing law was satisfac- 
tory. After a brief executive session 
the Senate, at 5:06 o'clock p.m., ad- 
journed.

it commends to others. Let us 
take, the differential off refined sugar, 
under which *the trust has grown 
strong and powerful.” 

He called on the Democrats to stand 
with the Republicans and hit the sugar 
trust and “hit it hard.” The Demo- 
crats cried out that they would join 
with the Republicans, and applauded 
ously. 

r. Mondell of Wyoming followed 
with a set speech in favor of the bill. 
He argued that the conditions in Cuba 
made it necersary for the relief con- 
tained in this ‘bill to be granted, if the 
new Cuban republic were to be inaugu- 
rated with any hope of success. Free 
Cuba, to be successful, must be pros- 
perous. Industrial disaster there would 
mean chaos; chaos would mean inter- 
vention, and intervention would mean 
annexation. As. a friend of the beet- 
sugar industry, who desired to put off 
the day of annexation, he said he 
would support the pending bill. 

Mr. Ball of Texas opposed the bill. 
He contended that it would afford no 
relief to Cuba. The bill was a Repub- 
lican measure, and being such, he was 
ready to assume the responsibility of 
taking his stand with the Democrats 
of Louisiana in opposition to ft, rather 
than with the Republicans of Pennsy!l- 
vania in favor of it. He denied that 
the bill was in line with Democratic 
doctrine, because it was admitted that 
it would not result in reducing the 
price of sugar to the American con- 
sumer. Its sole beneficiary, he argued, 
would be the sugar trust. 

At 5:10 o'clock the House adjourned.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—The House 
Committee on Judiciary, through Chair- 
man Ray, today filed its report of the 
bill popularly known as the Hoar. 
Grosvenor anti-Injunction, anti-Con- 
spiracy Bill. The measure has at- 
tracted the widespread attention of la- 
bor and railroad circies. Ray's report 
summarizes its purposes as follows: 

“If this bill becornes a taw, in all 
labor disputes between employés anda 
employers, the following conditions wili 
exist: ‘It will not be a criminal con- 
spiracy for two or more persons merely 
to contract, combine, or agree to do an 
act in restraint of Interstate or foreign 
commerce, if such act would not pe 
criminal, if actually committed by one 
person alone. 

“No injunction or restraining order 
will lawfully be based soleiy on sucn 
cciiract, combination or agreement. 

“It will be a crime for two or more 
te contract, combine or agree 
to an 
state and foreign commerce which {s 
cyimi al when committed by one per- 
son acting alone. 

“TI: will be a criminal conspiracy to 
contract, cembine or agree to any act 


in constraint of Interstate and foreign 


commerce, if such act would be crim- 
inal when actually committed by one 
person acting alone. 

“Nothing in the law will sanction a 
resor: to force or violence or intimi- 
dation by a show of force, tn aid or 
furtherance of any trade dispute, or 
maxe innocent or non-punishable any 
act done (aside from the mere maxk- 
ing of an sent on contract) that 
is otherwise punishable as a crime.”

HEADQUARTERS, SIXTH SEPA-

received of late from every quarter of 
the Island of Samar, the brigade com 
mander is constrained to the bell 
that active opposition to our occupation 
of the island has crumbled away. There 
are undoubtedly a considerable number 
left in the mountains who remain in 
opposition to us, but their power of re- 
sistance has been shattered. We have, 
in the past, compelled them to respect 
our powers in arms; we must in 
the future compel them to respect 
our generosity heart toward a van- 
quished foe and our purity of pu 
in waging war upon their unguided 
leaders and their followers. 

Henceforth, then, it must be the la- 
bor of our officers and men to 
the loyal natives in repairing the rav- 
ages of war. No opportunity should be 
lost to instruct them that the Amer- 
icans have come among them, not to 
take from them any of the good things 
of life, but rather to give them more 
and in greater measure than they have 
enjoyed before. But every member of 
the brigade is enjoined never. to lose 
from sight the fact that he is dealing 
with a people which, through peculiar- 


ities of their island topography. have 


developed along lines quite divergent 
from those traveled by the great ma- 
jority of their fellow-Filipinos. Our 


troops must always keep in mind that 


the standards of the natives of Samar 
were announced to the world at Balin- 
giga. Watchfulness. and kindliness 
henceforth must go hand in hand. \ 
And now that the period when our 
troops must be constantly on the 
move, has, in the judgment of the 
brigade commander, virtually passed, 
he takes pleasure in revoking his or-

ticles of consumption, it will be found, 
as a rule, that such matters inevit- 
ably regulate themselves, sooner or 
later. It is almost impossible, in these 
days, for any company, however 
wealthy, to successfully interfere 
with the great law of supply and de- 
mand for any length of time. It is 
true that there are some exceptions 
to this statement, such, for instance, 
as that of the Standard Oil Company, 
but they are the exceptions. which go 
to prove the rule. Trade, like water, 
will find its level. 

It is frequently urged by theo- 
retical reformers. that the govern- 
ment—Federal and State governments 
—should interfere more directly 
in the affairs of such ecombi- 
nations, which have for one of their 
objects the unnatural and artificial 
raising of the price of a commodity. 
Such interference, beyond a limited 
extent, is neither practicable nor de- 
sirable. All than can reasonably be 
asked of the government is that it 
should insure to the small dealer, as 
well as to the large one, the full 
rights and privileges which are guar- 
anteed to him by the law—that men of 
great wealth do not use that wealth 
to circumvent the law of the land, 
which is supposed to be equally ap- 
plicable to all citizens. As soon as we 
attempt to go farther than this we 
open a regular Pandora’s box of trou- 


bles, and worries, and vexations. It 


is a very easy thing to draw up 
beautiful schemes of ideal govern- 
ment on paper, but it is quite another 
thing to make them work. 


00D ADULTERATION. 
The Times has frequently referred 


to the subject of food adulteration, a 


most important subject, as any one 
will readily admit, and one to which 
far too little attention is paid in this 
country. In ‘European . countries, 
which we are accustomed to regard 
as being much behind us in progress, 
they take far better care of the lives 
and health of their people. Liberty 
is not there construed to mean the 
right of a few selfish men to slowly 


poison their fellow-creatures for the 


sake of filthy lucre. 

Investigations are constantly being 
made which go to show the urgent 
necessity for reform in this direction. 
It is doubtful whether, in a first- 
class American grocery store, there is 
one food product out of ten that is 
not more or less aduterated, or mixed 
with preservatives, the constant use 
of which must inevitably injure the 
digestive organs, and impair the 
health. In fact, it is not unlikely 
that some of the modern diseases 
which baffle physicians are largely 
due to the absorption, day after day, 
of such preservatives as boric acid, 
salicylic acid and other substances, 
which are so commonly used in foods 


and drinks. 
The division of chemistry of the 
Department of Agriculture has for 


some time been making an investiga- 
tion of preserved meats, the results 
in Part 
X of “Foods and Food Adulterants,” 
just issued from the Government 
Printing Office. The chemists have 
made extensive examination of the 
canned roast beef, corned and 
dried beef, as well as of various 
potted meat foods put upon the mar- 
ket. The canned beef, of which we 
heard so much during the Spanish 
War, is said by these experts to be 
generally free from preservatives, 


they being unnecessary in the proc- 


ess. Such. however, is not the case 
with other varieties of beef, canned, 
dried and smoked. A considerable 
proportion of these food products 
was found to be treated with boric 
acid. The so-called canned fowl was 
found to consist largely of macerated 
beef and pork. Of ten samples of 
potted chicken and turkey, five were 
found to contain boric acid, four of 
in large quantities. These 
goods had been packed by several 
of the largest firms in the United 
States, having a ‘world-wide reputa- 
tion. Such a substitution as this Is 
not perhaps injurious to the health, 
but it is a palpable fraud upon the 


consumer.

Calis for Plebiscite on 
Treaty. 


Folkething Likely to 
Yield to Demand. 


/ 
All the People of Islands Will 
Probably Be Given the 
Right to Vote.

COPENHAGEN, April 9.—[By Atlan- 
tice Cable.}] The Landsthing, or up- 
per house, today concluded its secret 
debate on the treaty providing for the 
sale of the Danish West Indian 
Islands to the United States. A re- 


open session at an early date. 

The Landsthing majority report, 
which was signed by thirty-five mem- 
bers, recommends the ratification of 
the treaty, after a secret vote by elec- 
tors, who are qualified to vote for 
members of the Colonial Council of the 
Danish West Indies. These electors 
are holders of property worth 2000 
kroner and upward. The plebiscite 
heretofore demanded involved the en- 
tire population, including the negroes, 
so that the proposals are much modi- 


fied. 

Twenty-two supporters of the gov- 
ernment signed the minority report, 
which is in favor of the ratification 
of the treaty without a plebiscite. 
The independent group, 
eight members, signed a third 
advocating the ratification of the 
treaty with a second plebiscite of the 
entire population. The Landsthing will 
vote on the report in open session next 
week, when the question will be re- 
turned to the Folkething, or 
house, which has already ratified the 
esse without providing for a plebis- 
cite. 

A conference committee will then 
be appointed, and it is thought pos- 
sible that this will eventually result 
in the adoption of the report  sube 
mitted by the eight independents.

other powers. This fact has been 
formulated by us, and accepted by 
the Cubans in the Platt amendment. 
It follows, as a corollary, that where 
the Cubans have thus assumed a posi. 
tion of peculiar relationship to 


stand in a peculiar relationship to our 
economic system. 

We . have rightfully insisted upon 
Cuba adopting toward us an attitude 
differing politically from that she 
adopts toward any other power, and 
in return, as a matter of right, ve 
must give to Cuba a different—that is, 
a better—posit economically in her 
relations with us than we gave or 
give to other powers. This is the 
course dictated by sound policy, by a 
wise and far-sighted view of our own 
interests, and by the position we have 
taken during the past four years. We 
are a wealthy and powerful country, 
dealing with a much- weaker one, and 
the contrast in wealth and strength 
makes it all the more our duty to 
deal with Cuba as we have already 
dealt with her, in a spirit of large gen- 
erosity.. 


« This exposition is rendered possible 


because of the period of industrial pros- 
perity through which we are passing. 
While material well-being is never all- 
sufficient to the life of a nation, yet it 
is the mereat truism to say that its 
absence means ruin. We need to build 
a higher life upon it as a foundation; 
but we can build little, indeed, unless 
this foundation of prosperity is deep 
and broad. The well-being which we 
are now enjoying can be secured only 
through general business prosperity, 
and such prosperity is conditioned 
upon the energy and hard work, the 
sanity and mutual respect of all 
classes, of capitalists, large and sritall, 
of wage-workers of every degree. 

As is inevitable in a time of business 
prosperity, some men succeed more 
than others, and it is unfortunately also 
inevitable that when this is the case, 
some unwise people are sure to try to 
eppeal to the envy and jealousy of 
those who succeed least. It is a good 
thing when these appeals are made to 
remember that while it is difficult to 
increase prosperity by law, it is easy 
enough to ruin it, and that there is 
small satisfacton to the less prosperous 
if they succeed in overthrowing both 
the more prosperous and themselves in 
the crash of a. .common disaster. 

Every industrial exposition of this 
type necessarily calls up the thought 
of thé complex social and economic 
questions which are involved in our 
present industrial system. Our as- 
tounding material prosperity, the 
sweep and rush, rather than the mere 
march of our progressive material de- 
velopment, have brought grave 
troubles in their train. We cannot af- 
ford to blink at these troubles any 
more than because of them we can af- 
ford to accept as true the gloomy fore- 
bodings of the prophets of evil. 

GREAT PROBLEMS AHEAD. 

There ate great problems before us. 
They are not insoluble, but they can 
be solved only if we approach themin a 
spirit of resolute fearlessness, of com- 
mon sense and of honest intention to do 
fair and equal justice to all men alike, 
We are certain to fail if we adopt the 


Policy of the demagogue who raves 


against the wealth which is simply the 
result of embodied thrift, foresight and 
intelligence, who would shut the door 
of opportunity against those whose en- 
ergy we should especially foster by 
penalizing the qualities which tell for 
success. Just as little can we afford to 
follow those who fear to recognize in- 
justice and endeavor to cut it out be- 
cause the task is difficult or even—if 
performed by unskilled hands—danger- 
ous. 

This Is an era of great combinations 
of both labor and capital. In many 
ways these combinations have worked 
for good; but they must work under 
the law, and the laws concerning 
them must be just and wise, or they 
will inevitably do evil, and this applies 
as much to the richest corporation as 
to the most powerful labor union. Our 
laws must be wise, safe, healthy, con- 
ceived in the spirit of those who scorn 
the mere agitator, the mere inciter of 
class or sectional hatred, who wish jus- 
tice for all men; who recognize the 
need of adhering so far as possible to 
the old American doctrine of giving the 
widest possible scope for the free exer- 
cise of individual initiative, and yet 


who recognize, also, that after combi- 


nations have reached a certain stage, 
it is indispensable to the general wel- 
fare that the nation should exercise 
over them resolutely and with self-re- 
straint, but firmly, the power of regu- 
lation. . 

Above all, the administration of the 
government, the enforcement of the 
laws must be rare and honest. The 
laws are not to be administered either 
in the interest of the poor man or in 
the interest of the rich man. They are 
simply to be administered justly; in the 
interest of justice to each man, be he 
rich or be he poor—giving immunity to 
no violator, whatever form the viola- 
tion may assume. Such is the obliga- 
tion which every public servant takes, 
and to it he must be true under pen- 
alty of forfeiting the respect both of 
himself and his fellows.

CLUBBED AND STABBED AND HER 
THROAT CUT. 

Coroner Says the Girl Was to Be- 

come a Mother and Believes This is 

the Reason She Was Killed—Her

DETROIT (Mich.) April 9.—Just be- 
fore midnight the most brutal murder 
of recent years in this city was com- 
mitted on Thirteenth street between 
Antoinette and McGraw streets. A 
young woman who has not yet been 
identified, was stabbed and pounded to 
death. Her throat was cut from ear to 
ear, a knife was thrust into her brain 
behind the ear, and a dent in her fore- 
head showed that she had been clubbed.

After 
felling her and running away a short 
distance, Jewell says the assailant 
turned again, and renewed his attack 
on her prostrate body.

The background is made in two parts— 
that is, enough chain and picots are made 
first to connect the wheel and leaf to- 
gether, and the outer rows on both sides 
are made afterwards, when all the leaves 
and wheels have been joined.

The embroidered turnover collars vie 
with the lace collars tn popularity, and 
can algo be made very rapidly.

Bome of the prettiest collars shown in 
the shops just now have a tiny blossom, 
violet, daisy, pansy, ete., worked right 
on the .edge at intervals, forming a 
scallop. It goes without saying that in 
case of a flower forming scallop, the lower 
petals must be buttonhole stitched, so 
that the linen may be cut away near the

In conventional patterns black filo is 
often used on white; shaded filo tn opal 
colors ig also popular, while other solid 
colors can be used on white, to match a 
costume. For semi-mourning white silk 
on black linen, in a conventional pattern, 
or violets in three shades of purple, are 
very effective. 

If a floral is desired on black
